Gentlemen: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  say 
that  the  War  Department  can  not  undertake  to  vouch  for  the  pecuniary  stand¬ 
ing  or  responsibility  of  any  officer  in  the  Army,  and  can  only  suggest  that 
any  business  transaction  with  Army  officers  should  be  governed  by  the  same 
considerations  that  govern  transactions  with  other  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  officers  of  the  Porto  Rico  Regiment  hold  pro¬ 
visional  appointments  and  not  permanent  ones,  and  while  no  reason  is  known 
why  any  officer  of  that  regiment  should  contract  debts  that  he  is  either  un¬ 
able  or  unwilling  to  pay,  yet  the  Department  can  not  be  in  any  degree  re¬ 
sponsible  for  any  such  debts  they  may  contract.  Mr.  Gambell  is  a  first 
lieutenant  in  the  Porto  Rico  Provisional  Regiment  of  Infantry.
